The young people in the village know 
that this Park is nearing completion. 
There will be an official opening later 
on in the year, but meanwhile, once the 
Signs are up in the Park and the con- 
tractors have cleared away, the ramps 
can be used. 

The makers and installers of these 
ramps have informed the Parish Coun- 
cil that they suggest users should be 12 
years old and upwards. Protective 
clothing should be worm - helmets, and 
special gloves, knee and elbow pads. 
We would ask parents to be aware that 
using these ramps is a high risk activity, 
and would ask parents to make sure 
their young people are aware of this, 
and of the appropriate gear which they 
should wear. 

Main Play Area - Centre of Village 

Some of you may know that there 
have recently been 3 accidents in this 
play area. Young people using the roller 
wheel on The Thriller have fallen off it 
and broken an arm. The Parish Coun- 
cil very much regrets that these acci- 
dents have happened. 

Parents can be assured that this 
equipment was purchased from and in- 
stalled by Wickstead Leisure Ltd, the 
country’s leading provider of play 
equipment. It has been inspected by a 
fepresentative of ROSPA (Royal So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Accidents), 
and only last week was inspected by 
Wickstead Leisure Ltd. The Parish 
Council pays for 2 inspections a year 
by this firm, and an annual risk assess- 
ment, to indicate any likely problems. 
In addition, a Councillor checks it ev- 
ery week. I must stress that this piece 
of equipment has never been found 
faulty, and at the inspection last week it 
was found to be working correctly. 

However, in view of the approach- 
ing school holidays and the likely heavy 
use of this play area, the Parish Council 
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intends to put this piece of equipment 
out of use for the time being and asks 
parents to make sure their youngsters 
are aware of that. 
Village Green - Dog Fouling 
Dog owners who allow their dogs to 
foul public areas and do not clean up 
after them, are liable to a fine of up to 
£1,000. Residents should be aware that 
CCTV about to be installed will be able 
to scan all public areas, including the 
Village Green. If there is evidence that 
dog owners are behaving irresponsibly, 
the Parish Council will prosecute them 
in the interests of public health and 
safety. 
After School Club 
The Parish Council fully supports this 
Club as it provides a valuable service 
to the parents and children of Bar Hill. 
The Council wishes to reassure parents 
who may be under the impression that 
the Scout Hut, where the After School 
Club holds its sessions, is about to be 
demolished. The Parish Council has no 
plans to demolish this Hut at present. 
If it has to be demolished in the future it 
will not be until the Village Hall has been 
extended and refurbished, and the 
Scouts have moved into their new ac- 
commodation in the Village Hall. Itis 
not anticipated that the Village Hall al- 
terations will be completed before 
2003, and it is by no means certain that 
the Scout Hut will need to be demol- 
ished even then. It will depend upon 
the conditions imposed by South 
Cambs District Council in their planning 
permission for the extension of the Vil- 
lage Hall. 
Car Parking in Bar Hill 
I have had several complaints from 
residents in Bar Hill of vehicles being 
parked on the footpaths around the vil- 
lage. The footpaths are few and far be- 
tween and if vehicles do park on them, 
then pedestrians have to go out into the 
roads, which is inconvenient for mums 


with pushchairs and also the elderly. ° 


This is a criminal offence and can result 
in a fine by the Police. Please refrain 


from parking on the paths.

Andrew is a lad with great determination to achieve whilst 
under extreme physical pressure. I first met him some four 
years ago, as a 14 year old lad wandering around outside 
our premises. Even at this time he showed an interest in 
cars and how they worked. He was seen on many occa- 
sions watching from across the road. When he was 16, I 
met him to speak to. He had come into the garage with his 
father to pick up a car that had been in for an MoT. This 
car I later found out was, in fact, Andrew’s. He had been 
working on it for some time, spending many hours taking it 
apart and rebuilding it. I met Andrew and his father on 
several occasions thereafter when they brought in the family 
cars he would always show interest in what was to be done. 

This, under normal circumstances, would not be deemed 
unusual in a lad of his age. However, Andrew was born 
with cerebral palsy, which affects the use ofhis right side. 

Andrew is now 18, and a very well liked member of our 
team. He joined us on the 8" May 2000, with us having a 
lot of doubt in our minds as to what he was going to be able 
to achieve due to his physical disabilities. He has aston- 
ished not only us, but also his parents and tutor at college, 
with his abilities to adapt and achieve full recognition and an 
NVQ Level 1 in Motor Mechanics. His abilities are now 
such, one year later, that he is able to carry out a full service 
and make adjustments on motor cars with little supervision.

Shaun “The Knowledge” Eglington, of Bar Hill, Cambridge, 
has fulfilled the dream he has had since first riding BMX in 
1997 and qualified for the X-Games in his first full rookie 
year as a professional BMX Half-Pipe (Vert) bicycle stunt 
rider. At only 19 years of age, Shaun is one of the youngest, 
and also the only privateer, to have qualified for the X-Games, 
the Grand Prix of BMX Freestyle competitions. The X-Games, 
being held this year in Philadelphia, is the signature action 
sports event for ESPN, one of the largest and most popular 
sports sites on the web. In order to qualify for this elite event, 
Shaun had to compete in the ESPN B3 Series, held in 4 ven- 
ues throughout the States, and had to place well in the series. 
Competition was fierce as the newcomer performed tricks 
against the best riders in the world, including Jamie Bestwick, 
last year’s X-Games winner and Simon Tabron, the British 
Champion and ranked 2nd in the world. 

Shaun further qualified for the Gravity Games, being held 
in Providence, Rhode Island. The Gravity Games are hosted 
by the USA’s Action Sports Group and are televised by NBC 
Sports and feature 250 world-class athletes, competing in 16 
different events, including BMX Vert. Both events will re- 
ceive extensive television, media and Internet coverage. He 
has also received an invitation to compete in the European X- 
Games, held in Barcelona and the Sprite Urban Games, held 
in London’s Clapham Common. 

Shaun’s achievements are even more significant, as in or- 


der to attend competitions, he has had to raise his own fi- 
nance by working and with limited support from family and 
friends, leaving him little time to practice. Commenting on his 
success, Simon Tabron said, “Shaun has something all of us 
wish we had — natural talent.” 

Shaun is one of the UK’s top and most versatile BMX 
riders and has already won a number of major International 
events. He was crowned World Champion in Expert Vert in 
1999, but was unable to compete in 2000 due to a lack, of 
finances. 

Although he currently receives product sponsorship from 
DK Bicycles and snafu (through Hot Wheels, the UK’s lagg- 
est distributor of BMX products) and from Adidas, he is still 
looking for a commercial sponsor. 

Shaun says: “I have superb product sponsors and Adidas 
has just agreed to pay for my flight to the X-Games, but I am 
hoping my debut in the X-Games and the Gravity Games will 
result in a full financial sponsorship. This isn’t just a passing 
fancy; I have worked hard and now ride as a professional. 
This is my career, even though it’s an unpaid one at the mo- 
ment!” Shaun’s father, Mike Eglington remarked: “Shaun has 
got the grit, determination and skill to become the world’s 
greatest Vert rider. However, as with many, British athletes, 
he desperately needs commercial sponsorship. We are all 
extremely proud of what he has been able to achieve without 
that”.

Cambridgeshire Trading Standards 
regularly receive enquiries from con- 
sumers complaining of the activities of 
doorstep salespersons. These range from 
itinerant traders offering to lop trees, re- 
pair roofs, tarmac drives, to alleged house 
security, gas and clectric supply experts 
and high-pressure double glazing sales- 
men. The common complaint is exces- 
sive payments being requested for poor 
quality goods or services. To help com- 
bat this problem and offer assistance in 
particular to the elderly and vulnerable, 
surrounding Trading Standards Authori- 
ties have joined to promote The Door- 
step Initiative. 

The main purpose is to advise and 
educate consumers on their rights when 
approached by sellers on the doorstep. 
As from July this year, a Doorstep 
Hotline telephone number - 0845 
6044466 (local rate) will be available 
for you to seek advice and information. 
The Doorstep Initiative also seeks to 
work with and keep other agencies in- 
formed of rogue traders involved. 

Cambridgeshire Trading Standards 
offers the following advice: 

- Do not be pressurised into having 
work done that you do not want or need 
even if the trader tells you it is urgent. 


- If you are considering spending a. 


large amount of money on goods or ser- 
vices, always shop around and obtain 3 
quotes for any work before you choose 
a trader. 

- Never pay large amounts of cash. 
Insist on writing a cheque so that in the 
event of a problem, Trading Standards 
officers can trace the person that re- 
ceived your money. 

- Always get the name, address and 
telephone number of traders, so that you 
and Trading Standards have somewhere 
to contact should anything go wrong. 

- Bea good neighbour. If you see work 
being carried out ata neighbour’s house, 
check that your neighbour knows about 
the Trading Standards campaign. 

If you are suspicious, call Trading 
Standards on 0845 3030666. Don’t 
forget to take down the registration num- 
ber of any vehicles
